WITH the backing of a film Lord 
and the local MP, four Knights and 
a Dame, a TV President of the 
United States, the Dark Lord of the 
Universe, two Doctor Whos, the 
Queen of Albert Square and two 
rock gods, half of the adult popula¬ 
tion of Kensington is lobbying the 
council to support a £120 million 
buy-back for the most ambitious 
theatre and arts plan ever launched 
in London.

Buttressed by a cast of movie 
stars that would fill BAFTA, tens of 
thousands of local residents are 
pressing Kensington and Chelsea’s 
Royal Borough Council to endorse 
a rescue plan that would see the old 
Kensington Odeon transformed into 
an international landmark for the 
performing arts in Kensington High 
Street. 

Although developers have bought 
and closed the hallowed cinema 
with the aim of turning it into luxury 
flats and shops, the Kensington 
community has risen up on an un¬ 
precedented scale to 
try block the 
builders with a pio¬ 
neering campaign to 
turn the Odeon into 
the new jewel of 
London’s theatre

Council warns 
rogue builders 

KENSINGTON and Chelsea 
Council has sent a warning to 
rogue developers in the royal 
borough - "don't mess with our 
builder-busters, they're the 
toughest in Britain and now 
they are getting even tougher". 

The council's planning 
enforcement team was one of 
the most active enforcement 
teams in the country in 2015 
according to figures released by 
the Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

The figures show that the 
team served 27 Temporary Stop 
Notices, more than any other 
local authority in the UK, which 
represents 11 per cent of all 
Temporary Stop Notices served 
in the UK last year. 

The team also issued more 
Breach of Condition Notices 
than the rest of the country in 
the last three months of 2015. 

"Putting these figures in 
perspective, of all the 
Temporary Stop Notices served 
in London in 2015 a third of 
them were in the four squares 
miles of the Royal Borough," said 
a council spokesman. 

"Furthermore, the team 
served more Temporary Stop 
Notices than the combined total 
of Birmingham, Manchester, 
Leeds, Liverpool, Newcastle and 
every other metropolitan 
district in the country. 

"These figures are down to 
the Royal Borough's tough 
stance on breaches of planning 
conditions relating to 
construction traffic." 

The planning enforcement 
team has a zero tolerance

A FREE exhibition celebrating 
the history of the Maxilla 
Nursery Centre will be open at

The exhibition will showcase 
the history of the centre 
utilising archival materials such 
as old posters, original plans for 
the centre, photographs, film 
footage and a sound 
installation of the oral history 
interviews.

www.maxillaarchive.com - will 
accompany the exhibition and 
will be a permanent and 
growing archive of the history 
of the combined nursery centre. 

The exhibition will also 
feature schools workshops on 
Tuesday 10th and Thursday 
12th and family workshops on 
Saturday 14th May, all led by 
Sarah Carne, an artist who uses 
archive material as part of her 
work and has worked for the 
British Museum, Tate Britain and 
Tate Modern. 

Lisa Nash, who has devised 
and is running the project, said: 
"Maxilla had a special aura and 
once you were caught under its 
magical spell it was very hard to 
shake it off, and most of us had 
no interest in shaking it off, we 
loved Maxilla. For those of us 
who were fortunate to have 
experienced Maxilla, it will 
forever be in our hearts and our 
children's hearts."

Famous names back battle 


for landmark arts complex

are delighted that the council 
has now indicated that it 
favours their plan. 

If successful, the Odeon will 
be awarded the status of an 
Asset of Community Value 
(ACV), bought back from the 
developers and re-opened as a 
glittering emporium for the 
performing arts, re-named The 
Hitchcock Kensington in hon¬ 
our of movie giant Alfred 
Hitchcock, who lived nearby 
and whose films were pre¬ 
miered at the Art Deco build¬ 
ing which dates back 90 years. 

However, the cost of the 
project will be like nothing 
that London has seen before. If 
the council agrees to give the 
Odeon ACV status, it will 
mean that developers could 
offer the site for the Kensing¬ 
ton community to buy - but at 
a huge price. 

The site was last purchased 
for around £120 million and 
the developers are expected to 
want at least that sum if the 
ACV status forces them to sell 
the historic building to the 
community. 

But the Friends of the Kens¬ 
ington Odeon campaigners are 
undaunted by the massive 
price tag of their plan. 

“Our aim is to create a new 
cutting edge multi-arts centre 
for the 21st century hosting 
and curating world-class the¬ 
atre, film, dance, music and 
opera. A place where live cin¬ 
ematic performances will be at 
the heart of our agenda as well 
as honouring the auspicious 
past of this incredible build¬ 
ing,” said Guy Oliver, the 
founder of the campaign. 

“Our ambition is big, but the 
appetite for a building like this 
absolutely exists. London is 
crying out for theatres that can 
be flexibly configured and 
offer great rehearsal space. We 
need more buildings that serve 
the community and it would 
not only be a huge asset to this 
borough but also the wider 
film and theatre community, 
both nationally and interna¬ 
tionally. 

“To have a cutting edge 
multi-arts centre in this bor¬ 
ough would also be an enor¬ 
mous boost to the local 
economy and a huge step for¬ 
ward in championing the Arts, 
with the creation of new and 
innovative performance and 
screening spaces capable of pi¬ 
oneering diverse and forward- 
thinking types of work is 
exactly what the film and the¬ 
atre community is crying out 
for.” 

The plan is to restore the 
original building and make the 
Hitchcock a multi-arts centre 
featuring: 

■ A 1,000-seat theatre for con¬ 
certs, plays, TV and radio 
shows. 

■ A 400-seat theatre for film, 
theatre, dance, TV and radio. 

■ A top-floor recording and

rehearsal studio. 

■ Four underground cinemas 
totalling 1,000 seats. 

■ A prestigious art gallery and 
a private members’ club. 

Mr Oliver met with Kens¬ 
ington councillors last week 
and said their reception to the 
plan was “very positive”. 

On the daunting prospect of 


having to raise a staggering 
sum of money to buy the site, 
he said “we have a number of 
very interested philanthro¬ 
pists”. 

Financing the project will 
be assisted by a change in the 
law which means that theatres 
can now receive endowment 
funding. 


The Hitchcock plan is 
backed by a large cast of Lon¬ 
don’s theatrical elite, includ¬ 
ing: Lord Puttnam, Sir 
Cameron Mackintosh, Sir Ian 
McKellen, Sir John Hurt, Sir 
Patrick Stewart and Dame 
Kristin Scott Thomas. 

The MP for Kensington, 
Lady Victoria Borwick, is also 
supporting the plan, along with 
top stars who include House of 
Cards President Kevin Spacey, 
Benedict Cumberbatch, 
Charles Dance, Zoe Wanna- 
maker, Anita Dobson, Tilda 
Swinton, screenwriter Richard 
Curtis, James Fox, Jack Fox, 
Doctor Whos Cohn Baker and 
Sylvester McCoy and Star 
Wars luminaries David 
Prowse, Kenny Baker and Je¬ 
remy Bullock. 

Rock guitar heroes Jimmy 
Page and Brian May have also 
pledged their support, as has 
supermodel Elle Macpherson 
and fashion designer Bella 
Freud. 

The campaign may also re¬ 
ceive the support of Prince 
William and Prince Harry, as 
the Kensington Odeon is 
where Princess Diana used to 
take them to see movie block¬ 
busters when they were little 
boys. 

The overwhelming local 
backing for the scheme is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
28,000 people - half of the en¬ 
tire adult population of Kens¬ 
ington - have signed a petition 
calling for the Hitchcock to 
rise from the currently-con¬ 
demned fate of the Odeon and 
the new plans are supported by 
The Kensington Society, 
Opera Holland Park, the Ed- 
wardes Square Scarsdale and 
Abingdon Association, the 
British Film Institute, the Cin¬ 
ema Theatre Association, the 
20th Century Society and Save 
Britain’s Heritage. 

“28,000 residents feel very 
strongly about this building 
but have never truly had an al¬ 
ternative scheme presented to 
them,” said Mr Oliver. 

“There would be strong ed¬ 
ucational and community pro¬ 
grammes and the Hitchcock 
would be the centre piece of a 
West London Arts Festival 
with links to Lyric Hammer¬ 
smith, Riverside Studios Bush 
Theatre, The Coronet; The 
Gate and The Finborough. It 
would also form a cultural hub 
with the new design museum. 

“We would retain and re¬ 
store the full facade, entrance, 
the marble staircases and re¬ 
store the original foyer and re¬ 
ception and the original 
decorative elements to the 
walls.” 

The request for ACV status 
is now set to be put to the full 
council for approval. Two pe¬ 
titions are currently running to 
erect the Hitchcock: at 38de-

approach to any breach of a site's 
Construction Traffic Management 
Plan (CTMP). CTMPs are required 
for any basement development 
that requires planning 
permission and if the CTMP is not 
strictly complied with both the 
owner and builders can receive 
both a Temporary Stop Notice 
and Breach of Condition Notice 
at once. 

"The council receives many 
reports of construction vehicles 
failing to comply with CTMP 
planning conditions,"said the 
spokesman."In collecting 
evidence enforcement officers 
work with their colleagues in 
other departments, residents and 
the local police.Therefore if 
evidence of a breach is collected 
the council can issue a Temporary 
Stop Notice which will ensure 
that any further would be a 
criminal offence and subject to a 
large fine." 

member for planning policy, said: 
"Our approach is tough but fair 
which leaves all parties under no 
illusion of the importance of 
complying with CTMPs. We have 
been serving more Temporary 
Stop Notices than the rest of the 
country since June last year. 

"They are the quickest and 
most powerful tool to prevent 
construction traffic from 
unreasonably impacting on our 
residents which is why we do not 
use them sparingly. In the future 
we expect to be serving fewer of 
these notices because we expect 
developers to get the message. 

"It is very rare that a developer 
makes the same mistake twice 
after it has received a visit from 
our officers." 

Now a tough new construction 
noise regime is now in place in 
Kensington and Chelsea and 
residents are encouraged to 
report any breach of the rules. 

Noisy construction work is not 
allowed on weekends in the 
borough following many years of 
complaints by residents. Instead 
the borough operates a new 
Code of Construction Practice. 

The code sets out best 
practice/standards expected in 
the borough. It recognises the 
importance of, and need for, 
building projects but seeks to lay 
down what is expected from 
contractors and developers to 
ensure that disturbance to 
residents is kept to a minimum. 

Following the new code's 
adoption, generally'permitted 
hours'for noisy works will no 
longer include any time on a 
Saturday. As before, works are 
not allowed on a Sunday. The 
code also introduces a further set 
of restricted hours for high 
impact activities such as 
demolition and concrete 
breaking. 

CouncillorTim Ahern, the 
Royal Borough's cabinet member 
for environmental health, said: 
"We completely recognise the 
importance of building and 
construction work in the 
borough. However, we must 
appreciate that for people who 
live close by it can have an 
enormous impact on their lives. 

"This is why we have 
introduced the new Code of 
Practice. I hope it will help bring 
peace on the weekends and 
encourage developers to work far 
more closely with people who 
live close to their sites to 
mitigate, wherever possible, the 
problems associated with noise, 
dust and disturbance."

Chance to create something 
that could benefit everyone 


Westway Trust Chief 
Executive, Angela 
McConville, discusses 
plans for the Silchester 
Estate which include part 
of the Westway estate 



R ecently the Royal 

Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea announced a 
consultation with local people 
about a series of options for the 
redevelopment of parts of the 
Silchester Estate. Several of the 
options involve developing on 
Westway Trust land currently 
used as sports pitches and gar¬ 
dens. 

The Westway Trust estate is a 
valuable community asset. It 
generates income that allows us 
to reinvest in good stewardship 
of the estate, in projects and 
services like our apprenticeship 
and learning programmes and in 
community grant making. The 
land is not just an income gener¬ 
ator, what happens on the estate 
has to satisfy community aims 
and aspirations too. 

We understand the motiva¬ 
tions of the Royal Borough in 
wanting to redevelop some or all 
of the Silchester Estate and t hink 
we can play a role in enhancing 
the proposals. We’ve had some 


constructive conversations with 
the Royal Borough and also with 
the Silchester Residents’Associ¬ 
ation about how we might do 
this. 

There is a great opportunity to 
develop something of real bene¬ 
fit for everyone. 

There are many competing is¬ 
sues locally that need to be con¬ 
sidered when drawing up 
proposals for change, including 
a need for more affordable hous¬ 
ing and the need to address the 
environmental impacts of the 
flyover cutting through a resi¬ 
dential area. 

These issues were raised with 
us in recent consultations at the 
eastern end of the estate. People 
have a strong desire to see envi¬ 
ronmental improvement wher¬ 
ever that is possible and want 
Westway Trust and our partners 
to collaborate to make this hap¬ 
pen. 

There is also a clear demand 
for new affordable housing as 
well as more employment op¬ 


portunities. What has come 
through loud and clear in our 
consultations is that there is 
huge desire for community 
spaces (inside and outside) that 
are accessible to many local 
people. 

It is also important for local 
people that there are state of the 
art community sports facilities 
in the area, not just for leisure, 
but to improve health. 

Our sports and fitness facili¬ 
ties are hugely popular. 58,000 
people used the site in question 
last year, an increase from 7,000 
the year before. We simply do 
not have enough facilities to 
meet the demand. 

Our football pitches are so 
popular we have a waiting list 
130 names long. When redevel¬ 
oping the Silchester Estate valu¬ 
able sports facilities must not be 
lost, or replaced in an area far 
from the estate. 

In fact, our vision for sport at 
the western end of the estate is 
to improve and extend what we 
have there already. Plans are 
afoot to develop a community 
riding centre; new indoor facili¬ 
ties to protect people from the 
elements; and to expand our 
urban sports offer. 

We see a way of working with 
the Royal Borough to realise this 


vision while at the same time 
helping to deliver their ambi¬ 
tions for improvements to hous¬ 
ing. 

As well as asking to develop 
the plans more collaboratively, 
we’ve sought clarification from 
the Royal Borough about some 
points in their proposals includ¬ 
ing the basis with which they 
have valued the Westway land 
to understand the viability of the 
plans. And, while we are in con¬ 
tact with the Silchester Resi¬ 
dents Association about its 
response to the plans, we’re also 
interested to see the details of 
how the community at large has 
responded to the proposals. We 
have asked the Royal Borough 
for this information and I’m 
confident it will be forthcoming. 

I am encouraged by recent 
conversations I have had with 
the Royal Borough about the 
need to work together. We ex¬ 
pect to hear further details of the 
Cabinet response to the consul¬ 
tation in the coming months and 
when we have more news about 
the next steps I will be sure to let 
you know. In the meantime, if 
you would like to share your 
comments and suggestions for 
improvements to the Trust’s 
sports facilities adjacent to the 
Silchester Estate please do get 
in contact. 
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Fans shirty 
over new kit 

PRICE tags for the new 
Chelsea kit have astonished 
fans who will be shelling out 
double the cost of the strip in 
which rival blue shirts 
Leicester City won the Premier 
League. 

Chelsea fans wanting an 
exact replica of the shirt that 
the first team will be wearing 
next season will have to pay 
£90. If the fans plan to play 
themselves, new shorts will 
sell for £30 and a pair of socks 
will be £15. The Blues'full kit 
price of £135 is something of 
an inflation on the £68 it 
would cost to buy the same 
strip in which former Chelsea 
manager Claudio Ranieri's 
Midlands team beat all¬ 
comers this year. 

At Leicester City, the 
champions'current strip sells 
for £45 a shirt, £15 for shorts 
and £8 for socks. Although 
Chelsea is offering an 
alternative version of its new 
shirt costing £50, the price of 
the new all-singing-and- 
dancing, top-end version has 
surprised fans - as the full 
price of the Chelsea Home Adi 
Zero Shirt complete with 
added extras of a name on the 
back and the official Premier 
League badge will be £106.95. 

Fans have taken to social 
media to complain about the 
price and the design, which 
many have compared to 
pyjamas. 

One called it "one of the 
ugliest kits I've seen, the lion 
watermarks make it look like 
pyjamas"and another posted 
"with no champions league, 
no European games, no 
premier league title and no 
silverware it's a last resort to 
pyjamas".

Basement controls in Kensington and Chelsea are now 
the toughest in Great Britain, says Cllr Nick Paget-Brown, 
Leader of the Royal Borough 

Borough takes lead 
in basement battles 


F OR more years than I 
care to remember, 
whenever I have been 
walking down almost any 
street in the borough I’ve 
been struck by the number 
of hoardings dotted every¬ 
where. 

We all know that, as the 
capital grows, development 
comes in waves to accom¬ 
modate it. And land here is 
not only scarce but excep¬ 
tionally expensive and with 
restrictions limiting how 
high you can build above 
ground, digging down has 
increasingly become the 
new norm. 

In fact the number of ap¬ 
plications our planning de¬ 
partment received to dig 
down rose exponentially - 
from just 46 planning appli¬ 
cations in 2001 to 450 in 
2013. Not only had the num¬ 
ber increased dramatically, 
so had the scale, with two 
and three storey basements 
not uncommon. 

We witnessed a new phe¬ 
nomenon emerge, some¬ 
thing dubbed by the media 
as the ‘iceberg home’ - a 
basement that stretches 
deeper below the surface 
than the property above. 

It was a frightening trend 
made worse by widespread 
concerns that these mega¬ 
basements could give rise to 
serious noise disturbances 
and also threaten the struc¬ 
tural stability of nearby 
buildings. 

Two or three being built 
in the same street, at the 
same time, often resulted in 
untold misery for residents. 

As Leader my challenge 
is to support appropriate de¬ 
velopment where possible, 
while at the same time pro¬ 
tecting the unique character 
of Kensington and Chelsea 
and the interests of its resi¬ 
dents. 

So, our planners were 
asked to pull together a sen¬ 
sible set of planning guide¬ 
lines to introduce a sense of 
proportionality to basement 
developments. 

Despite vociferous oppo¬ 
sition from basement devel¬ 
opers who tried to derail us 
at every turn, we persisted 
and, in December 2014, the 
Government’s Planning In¬ 


spector agreed that our new 
policies were sound. 

Since January 2015 these 
new guidelines have been 
successfully judging the 
merit of planning applica¬ 
tions. 

Highlights include a re¬ 
duction in the maximum ex¬ 
tent basements can extend 
under the garden; a restric¬ 
tion to a single storey in 
most cases; an outright ban 
on basement developments 
under listed buildings and a 
requirement for construction 
traffic management plans to 
be submitted alongside plan¬ 
ning applications to mitigate 
noise disturbance. 

With the guidelines 
firmly in place, there re¬ 
mained a final loophole 
which needed to be closed 
off. 

Certain homeowners have 
powers from central Gov¬ 
ernment known as ‘permit¬ 
ted development rights’ 
which, amongst other 
things, gives them the right 
to build a basement under 
the footprint of their home 
without the need to apply for 
planning permission. 

Therefore, in April 2015 
the council applied for 
something called an Article 
4 Direction which would re¬ 
move the permitted develop¬ 
ment rights for basement 
extensions. 

This came into effect last 
month and now all base¬ 
ments have to go down the 
planning permission route 
and are subject to our strict 
rules. 

It is with a certain amount 
of pride that I watch other 
local authorities use what 
we have done in Kensington 
and Chelsea as a template. 
In planning terms we can le¬ 
gitimately call ourselves pi¬ 
oneers as the first council in 
the country to have imple¬ 
mented policies to control 
basement development. 

In doing so we have 
recognised the misery which 
ever more ambitious and in¬ 
appropriate plans were plac¬ 
ing on residents’ rights to the 
peaceful enjoyment of their 
homes that were never 
meant to be reduced to is¬ 
lands surrounded by build¬ 
ing sites.

Room for the 
vroom at 
motor show 

PETROL-HEADS, automo- 
tiveenthusiasts and industry 
experts gathered in Battersea 
Park when the London Motor 
Show officially opened on Fri¬ 
day. 

Their treat? Hundreds of 
state-of-the-art models, gleam¬ 
ing under the lights and boast¬ 
ing the latest technology. 

The UK has been without its 
own dedicated automotive 
showcase since 2008, but or¬ 
ganisers of the revamped event 
secured backing from 35 dif¬ 
ferent car brands, including 
Aston Martin, Rolls-Royce, 
Ford, Nissan, Jaguar, Land 
Rover and BMW. 

Over three days at Battersea 
Evolution Centre, 130 models 
were displayed, from super¬ 
minis to supercars. There were 
several UK debuts headlined 
by MG’s first SUV - the GS - 
and the £154,000 McLaren 
570GT. 

The Infiniti Q60 was also on 
display in Britain for the first 
time alongside a limited-edi¬ 
tion one-off Land Rover De¬ 
fender designed by Khan.

Bank of Terror phone scam may 
have helped to finance terrorists

MILLIONS of pounds could be 
in the hands of terrorists be¬ 
cause money defrauded from 
potentially thousands of victims 
has never been recovered. 

Eleven London men were 
part of the “bank of terror” 
fraud in which conmen phoned 
elderly victims and tricked 
them into handing over their 
life savings by pretending to be 
police officers. 

Nine men were jailed for 
their part in the conspiracy and 
two of the gang have already 
been sent to prison. 

Mohammed Youssfi, 38, of 
West Brompton, was given 20 
months in prison for money 
laundering and fraud after he 
pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing. 

Mohammed Abokar, 28, of 
Islington, was sentenced to 18 
months for money laundering. 

The gang, who were con¬ 
victed of either conspiracy to 
commit fraud or money laun¬ 
dering offences, included 
Southbank University engineer¬ 


ing student Sakaria Aden, 22, 
Westminster University student 
Makhzumi Abukar, 24, London 
Metropolitan University stu¬ 
dent Mohamed Dahir, 23, and 
Brick Lane curry house worker 
Fahim Islam, 21. Others were 
Ahmed Ahmed, 23, of Hol¬ 
loway, Anrul Islam, 24, of Da¬ 
genham, Yasser Abukar, 24, of 
Holloway, and Warsame Sheik, 
30, of White City. 

The investigation by officers 
from the National Terrorism Fi¬ 
nancial Investigation Unit un¬ 
covered 16 phone lines used to 
make 6,000 calls to around 
4,000 different phone numbers. 

One victim, a 94-year-old 
man from north west London, 
lost £130,000, while another 
victim lost £135,000. 

Detectives found evidence of 
thousands of frauds totalling 
more than £1 million but the full 
extent could be much more, 
with thousands more victims 
targeted who were too scared to 
come forward. The total 
amount scammed could run 
into the millions. 

Commander Dean Haydon 
of the Met Police’s Counter 


Terrorism Command, which 
carried out the investigation, 
said: “We initially tracked ir¬ 
regular payments in the UK that 
were being used to facilitate an 
individual’s travel to Syria, then 
we traced those transactions 
and uncovered the wider fraud. 

“This group worked as an or¬ 
ganised criminal gang on an in¬ 
dustrial scale, targeting the 
elderly and vulnerable, purport¬ 
ing to be police officers to get 
them to transfer money to then- 
accounts. In some cases they 
would send a courier to their 
victim’s home address to pick 
up the cash, in other instances 
they would take them to the 
cash machine or bank to with¬ 
draw money. 

“They used 16 different tele¬ 
phone lines to gain the trust of 
the victims, who were mainly 
across the south east of Eng¬ 
land. If the victim did not be¬ 
lieve they were police officers 
they would get them to call the 
number on the back of their 
credit card, but would leave the 
phone line open so that when 
the victim dialled the number 
they were still talking to a 


fraudster and not the bank.” 

Officers identified at least 
140 other victims hit by the 
scam, but say there could be 
thousands more. 

Commander Haydon added: 
“We identified hundreds of vic¬ 
tims. However, we think there 
could be more. There could be 
thousands of people that have 
been targeted, but they have not 
come forward because they are 
embarrassed or feel guilty. 

“The oldest victim is 94 and 
had £130,000 taken, that’s then- 
whole life savings, so this crime 
has had a devastating effect on 
the victims and their families. 

“The vast majority of that 
money is unaccounted for, we 
were unable to recover it. Some 
of it was spent here in the UK 
but the rest we don’t know, it 
could have gone overseas. 

“We’re working with the 
banking industry to get some 
compensation for the victims, 
but ultimately that is a decision 
for the banks.” 

Detectives investigating ter¬ 
rorist activity believe these kind 
of scams are part of a network 
in which criminals siphon cash 


to fund terrorism and travel to 
Syria to fight with ISIS. 

Commander Haydon said: 
“Without a doubt courier fraud 
is being used to fund terrorism. 

“Groups not just in the UK 
but overseas are using courier 
fraud, robbery, credit card 
fraud, drug dealing, oil, busi¬ 
ness fraud, bank of trust - it all 
contributes to the funding of 
terrorism, it’s all part of it. 

“But we can’t be sure that in 
this case it has being used for 
terrorist activities, we couldn’t 
prove that link. If we could then 
the charges would be the more 
serious charges of terrorism, 
rather than fraud. Undoubtedly 
we will unearth similar frauds 
in the future, it’s a crime that’s 
not going to go away.” 

Since this case was uncov¬ 
ered authorities have closed the 
loophole that allowed criminals 
to exploit the phone system. 

Commander Haydon said: 
“As a result of the is case 
OFCOM have changed the way 
the phone system works so it is 
much harder for the phone sys¬ 
tem to be exploited in this 
way.” 


Final salute to 
big race hero 

HUNDREDS of mourners 
gathered on Thursday for the 
funeral of a war veteran who 
died while running the London 
Marathon. 

Captain David Seath, 31, was a 
fire support team commander in 
29 Commando Regiment Royal 
Artillery who had served in 
Afghanistan.The kind-hearted 
soldier was running in support of 
army veteran charity Help For 
Heroes when he suffered a 
suspected cardiac arrest with 
three miles of the course 
remaining. He died later in 
hospital on April 24. 

Captain Seath was laid to rest 
yesterday following a touching 
service at St Margaret's Roman 
Catholic Church in Dunfermline, 
Fife, near his native 
Cowdenbeath. 

The popularity of the devoted 
soldier was clear for all to see as 
the mourners attending the 
service easily exceeded the 350 
capacity, with many forced to 
stand for the duration of the 
ceremony. 

His coffin was draped in the 
flag of the country he fought for 
in Afghanistan. 

Capt James Walker-McClimens 
of the 7th Parachute Royal Horse 
Artillery read out a heart¬ 
warming tribute written by 
Captain Seath's brother Gary. 

He said: "There are no words to 
express how devastated I am 
that this story has so tragically 
ended with so many chapters 
left unwritten. 

"I take great strength in the 
memories of him and the pride 
he had being an officer at 29 
Commando Regiment Royal 
Artillery. He was dedicated to his 
men and supported those who 
, could no fight for themselves 
against the tyranny of the 
modern world." 

Police airport 
drink warning 

LONDONERS heading off on 
holiday are being warned to 
know their limits as they could 
be sent on a two-year holiday if 
they get too drunk at an airport - 
to prison. 

Police have launched a 
crackdown at Gatwick Airport to 
reduce the number of people 
boarding flights drunk in the 
summer. 

Anyone convicted of being 
drunk on board a plane faces up 
to two years in prison. 

And since March last year, the 
limits on the fines that could be 
imposed were removed, 
meaning troublemakers could 
face hefty costs. Drunkards may 
also have to pay the costs racked 
up by an airline by a delayed or 
cancelled flight. 

Sergeant Darren Taylor, of the 
Gatwick Airport Policing Team, 
said:"We deal with disruptive 
passengers all year round, but 
we recognise the problem tends 
to peak in the summer months - 
often when there are a lot of stag 
and hen parties - and that's why 
we run a specific operation at 
this time of year. 

"Working with the airlines, 
we’re able to target a number of 
long and short-haul routes 
where we feel there may be 
issues. We'll also be increasing 
patrols around the airside and 
around licensed premises to 
ensure people are aware of the 
rules and their responsibilities. 

"The whole concept is to 
prevent disorder from occurring 
and to allow the majority of well- 
behaved passengers to enjoy 
their flight." 
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Cycling still 
good for you 
even in our 
polluted air

HALF an hour’s cycling a 
day - even in London’s dirty 
air - still provides health bene¬ 
fits, according to a new study. 

The new evidence strength¬ 
ens the case for cycling in pol¬ 
luted cities, which in turn could 
help reduce vehicle emissions. 

One way for people to in¬ 
crease their levels of physical 
activity is through ‘active 
travel’ - including cycling and 
walking - which then helps re¬ 
duce the risk of diseases such 
as diabetes, heart disease, and 
several cancers. 

A collaborative study from 
the Centre for Diet and Activity 
Research and the Medical Re¬ 
search Council Epidemiology 
Unit at the University of Cam¬ 
bridge concludes that cycling 
for half an hour a day still pro¬ 
vides a benefit in 99 per cent of 
the world’s cities. 




CLEAN AIR 
CAMPAIGN 


Britain’s air pollution con¬ 
tributes to the early deaths of 
around 40,000 people annu¬ 
ally - in London more than 
9,000 die from conditions con¬ 
nected to dirty air every year - 
and a recent report suggested 
that one way to reduce the 
number of cars on the road 
would be to encourage active 
travel. 

But fears have been raised 
that people who travel in such 
environments would inhale 
more pollution, particularly 
from diesel engines. 

Previous studies had con¬ 
cluded that the health benefits 
of active travel outweighed the 
risks, but those studies were 
carried out in areas of relatively 
low pollution. 

The new study, published in 
the journal Preventive Medi¬ 
cine, used computer simula¬ 
tions to test the risks and 
benefits of active travel in areas 
of higher pollution, as well as 
measuring differences in the in¬ 
tensity of active travel. 

Researchers calculated that 
air pollution risks will not 
negate the health benefits of ac¬ 
tive travel in the vast majority 
of urban areas worldwide. 


Only one per cent of cities in 
the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion’s Ambient Air Pollution 
Database had pollution levels 
high enough that the risks of air 
pollution could start to over¬ 
come the benefits of physical 
activity after half an hour of cy¬ 
cling every day. 

Dr Marko Tainio from the 
Epidemiology Unit at the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, who led 
the study, said: “Our model in¬ 
dicates that in London, health 
benefits of active travel always 
outweigh the risk from pollu¬ 
tion. 

“Even in Delhi, one of the 
most polluted cities in the 
world - with pollution levels 
ten times those in London - 
people would need to cycle 
over five hours per week before 
the pollution risks outweigh the 
health benefits. 

“We should remember, 
though, that a small minority of 
workers in the most polluted 
cities, such as bike messengers, 
may be exposed to levels of 
air pollution high enough to 
cancel out the health bene¬ 
fits of physical activity.” 

Senior author Dr James 
Woodcock, also from 
CEDAR, said: “Whilst this 
research demonstrates the 
benefits of physical activity 
in spite of air quality, it is not 
an argument for inaction in 
combating pollution. 

“It provides further sup¬ 
port for investment in infra¬ 
structure to get people out of 
their cars and onto their feet or 
their bikes - which can itself 
reduce pollution levels at the 
same time as supporting physi¬ 
cal activity.” 

The organisation London 
Air, run by King’s College 
London, monitors the capital’s 
air pollution and offers live up¬ 
dates on the air quality using a 
1-10 scale. 

People are advised to “con¬ 
sider reducing activity, particu¬ 
larly outdoors”, when the 
readings are considered ‘high’, 
between seven and nine. 

For ‘very high’ readings, 
people are warned to “reduce 
physical exertion, particularly 
outdoors, especially if you ex¬ 
perience symptoms such as 
cough or sore throat”. 

But these new findings sug¬ 
gest people should not be 
overly concerned with cycling 
in the capital, where the scien¬ 
tists’ research suggests that the 
benefits of active travel still 
outweigh the risk to health 
from pollution. 

This will encourage City 
Hall bosses, where pro-cycling 
policies have enjoyed general 
political support.

At City Hall 


SADIQ Khan was sworn in as 
the new Mayor of London after 
crushing Zac Goldsmith at the 
polls to claim a decisive elec¬ 
tion victory. 

The Labour candidate de¬ 
nounced “the politics of fear” 
and pledged to unite London as 
he became the city’s first Mus¬ 
lim mayor. 

Londoners were made to 
wait until the early hours of 
Saturday morning for confir¬ 
mation of the result due to 
problems with the electronic 
vote counting system. 

But Mr Khan’s victory had 
been all but guaranteed by 
around 5pm on Friday after 
picking up a huge share of first 
preference votes. 

In a triumphant victory 
speech at City Hall, he prom¬ 
ised to be a “mayor for all Lon¬ 
doners” and spoke of his 
“burning ambition” for the city. 

“I grew up on a council es¬ 
tate just a few miles from here. 
Back then I never dreamed that 
someone like me could be 
elected as Mayor of London,” 
he said. “I want to say thank 
you to every single Londoner 
for making the impossible pos¬ 
sible today.” 

Mr Khan won 44.2 per cent 
of first preference votes and 
passed the 50 per cent victory 
mark once voters’ second 
choices were added to the total. 

He can now claim to have 
the biggest mandate of any 
London mayor in history, after 
more than 1.3 million London¬ 
ers - around 57 per cent - 
marked his name at the ballot 
box. 

The heavy defeat will come 
as a crushing blow for Mr 
Goldsmith, the Conservative 
candidate, who was unable to 
run his Labour rival close de¬ 
spite a hard-fought campaign. 

Recriminations began in the 
Tory camp before the result had 
even been confirmed, as senior 
Conservatives and even Mr 
Goldsmith’s own sister, 
Jemima, expressed regret about 
the tone of his campaign. 

Mr Goldsmith and his team 
were accused of adopting “dog 
whistle” tactics to discredit Mr 
Khan in the run-up to polling 



day, with Conservative London 
Assembly member Andrew 
Boff and former party chairman 
Baroness Sayeeda Warsi 
among the Tory top brass to 
publicly criticise his campaign. 

In a thinly-veiled attack on 
his opponent during his victory 
speech, Mr Khan said: “This 
election was not without con¬ 
troversy and I am so proud that 
London has today chosen hope 
over fear and unity over divi¬ 
sion. I hope that we will never 
be offered such a stark choice 
again.

Mr Khan’s victory was not 
made official until 12.30am on 
Saturday morning after prob¬ 
lems with the electronic vote 
counting system delayed the 
announcement. 

Election officers said “ min or 
discrepancies” in the voting 
figures were discovered once 
all ballots had been registered 
and scanned into the system, 
which set back the result by 
several hours. 

A spokesman for London 
Elects, the organisation that 
managed the count, stressed 
that the discrepancies were “not 
in any way material to the over¬ 
all result”, despite speculation 
that the election could be head¬ 
ing for a recount. 

Mr Khan’s victory capped a 
positive day for Labour in the 
capital, as the party also picked 
up an extra London Assembly 
seat. Leonie Cooper’s win in 
Merton and Wandsworth was 
the only constituency seat to 
swing from the Conservatives 
to Labour, while UKIP picked 
up two seats - its first in Lon¬ 
don - and the Liberal Democ¬ 
rats lost one. 

Speaking to London Weekly 
News in the final weeks of the 
campaign, Mr Khan empha¬ 
sised key election pledges on 
housing, transport and crime. 

He promised to set up his 
own housing taskforce to en¬ 
sure 50,000 homes are built in 
each year of his mayoralty and 
outlined plans for a London¬ 
wide not-for-profit lettings 
agency to help renters. Other 
key election pledges included a 
four-year freeze on tube, train 
and bus fares, and a commit¬ 
ment to restoring neighbour¬ 
hood policing as a Met priority. 

During an emotional speech, 
Mr Khan paid tribute to his late 
father - bus driver Amanullah 
Khan - and emphasised his de¬ 
termination to help Londoners 
of all backgrounds. 

“I am so proud of our city 
and I am deeply humbled by 
the hope and trust you have 
placed in me today,” he added. 

“I want every single Lon¬ 
doner to get the opportunities 
that our city gave to me - the 
opportunity not just to survive 
but to thrive.”

Why was the result so long coming? 


A LIVE feed of the votes being 
counted showed that Sadiq 
Khan had a commanding lead 
from early on Friday morning 
and his victory became increas¬ 
ingly certain as ballots were 
registered, scanned and veri¬ 
fied throughout the day. 

By the time first preference 
votes were declared shortly 
after 5pm, Labour supporters 
were already toasting victory. 

So why did it take until after 
midnight for the result to be of¬ 
ficially declared? 

London Elects, the inde¬ 
pendent organisation responsi¬ 
ble for managing the count, 
used a three-stage electronic 
vote counting system, which 
was designed by contractor In- 
tElect to speed up the process. 

Ballot boxes were delivered 
overnight to the three count 


centres - Alexandra Palace, the 
ExCel centre and Olympia - 
where they were registered and 
any spoilt or invalid papers re¬ 
moved. 

The votes were than scanned 
into the e-counting machines 
and verified one by one. 

It was at this stage - as the 
crucial second preference votes 
were being counted - that 
checks revealed “minor dis¬ 
crepancies” in the mayoral fig¬ 
ures, although officials later 
stressed that these were “not in 
any way material to the overall 
result”. 

At 9.30pm London Elects 
said it was “working towards” 
a midnight declaration and the 
candidates were eventually 
gathered at around 12.30am for 
confirmation of the result. 

Jeffrey Jacobs, the Greater 


London Returning Officer, an¬ 
nounced a review of the vote¬ 
counting process hours after 
the declaration. 

He said: “Obviously we re¬ 
gret the delay but it was ab¬ 
solutely right and proper to 
take the few additional hours in 
order to ensure we produced a 
robust set of figures. 

“I must take this opportunity 
to thank everyone - candidates, 
agents, media, staff and most 
importantly, Londoners - for 
their patience. 

“After every London Elec¬ 
tion since 2000, the Greater 
London Authority has held a 
full review into the way the 
election was conducted.” 

Mr Jacobs added: “I intend 
to hold my own investigation 
and will co-operate fully with 
any other review.” 


LONDON ASSEMBLY ROUND-UP AND RESULTS 


UKIP won its first ever London 
Assembly seats as Labour 
remained the largest party in 
City Hall. 

Peter Whittle and David 
Kurten took two seats for Nigel 
Farage's party after UKIP's 
strongest showing in a London 
election. Mr Whittle said the 
result was a "huge 
breakthrough"for UKIP and that 
he was "proud" to be "the voice 
for ordinary Londoners". 

Labour held onto 12 seats, 
pinching Merton and 
Wandsworth from the 
Conservatives, who were 
reduced to only eight Assembly 
members on a disappointing 
election day. 

The Green Party claimed that 
it was now "London's third 
party" after winning two of the 
remaining three seats, while the 
Liberal Democrats were left with 
just one representative in City 
Hall. 

Long-serving Assembly 
members Fiona Twycross,Tom 
Copley and Nicky Gavron will 
continue for Labour, while 
Andrew Boff is joined by Kemi 
Badenoch and Shaun Bailey for 
the Conservatives. 

The Women's Equality Party - 
backed by comedian Sandi 
Toksvig - did well despite failing 
to win a seat, picking up 91,722 
votes.

POLICE forces across the UK 
have spent almost £400,000 
repairing cars after officers filled 
them with the wrong fuel - and 
the Met are the worst offenders. 

Figures obtained by Auto 
Express revealed there have 
been more than 2,100 
embarrassing mishaps since 
2011. 

It works out at more than one 
incident per day, with the 
problem getting worse. 

With an average repair cost of 
£181.68 for every incident, it has 
cost police forces a total of 
£390,061, according to the data 
released under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

The Met Police were the 
biggest culprit, racking up 
£167,118 in repair costs, with 
Kent Police (£25,629) the second 
worst.

Britain’s ice queen Shelley 
Rudman will also be taking part 
along with her husband Kristan 
Bromley.

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Cheese art 
cracking a 
new market 

WORLD-FAMOUS artist 
Christian Furr has turned his 
focus away from traditional 
portraits and towards the 
strange beauty of the humble 
cheese with an exhibition in 
London. 

The new collection, entitled 
The Humble Cheese, is run¬ 
ning now at Knight Webb 
Gallery, in Atlantic Road, Brix- 
ton, until Tuesday, May 31. 

Furr, who was the youngest 
artist to be commissioned to 
paint an official portrait of the 
Queen, was inspired to begin 
this collection after painting a 
half bottle of sour milk that 
was on a window ledge, in 
front of a beautiful decaying 
period 1940s wallpaper in his 
Acme studio in 1992. 

The artist has since painted 
hundreds of ‘grandmaster’ 
cheeses of Great Britain and 
France, including a Neufchatel 
which was bought, prior to the 
show’s opening, by the title de¬ 
signer of the James Bond 
films, Daniel Kleinman. 

Furr has also enjoyed com¬ 
bining the slow artisan food 
with fast and famous processed 
cheeses like the well-loved 
Primula, Dairy lea and Baby- 
bel, the latter of which has al¬ 
ready been bought by fellow 
artist and wife of comedian 
Harry Hill, Magda Archer. 

The cheese has become the 
artist’s metaphor for simplicity, 
tradition and artisan dedication 
and Furr’s talent captures the 
uniqueness of each cheese in 
every skilful brush stroke, say 
the exhibition’s publicists. 

Furr said: “As an artist I 
have a passion for food and 
wine, as well as art. A good 
cheese is a pleasure to look at 
as well as to eat. 

“The only difficulty I face in 
capturing a cheese is that if it’s 
a soft one, it begins to melt.

Integration: 
London is ‘a 
special case’

LONDON’S cosmopolitan so¬ 
ciety came under scrutiny at a 
public debate last week. 

The event, hosted by the 
think tank Policy Exchange 
sought to discuss whether Lon¬ 
don is a well integrated multi¬ 
ethnic city or not. 

The majority of speakers and 
those in the audience assumed 
that the usually optimistic nar¬ 
rative of London as a multi-eth¬ 
nic success story did not tell the 
whole story: rubbing along to¬ 
gether is not the same as being 


integrated or sharing any kind 
of common life. 

The speakers included Shiria 
Khatun (deputy mayor of 
Tower Hamlets), Unmesh Desai 
(Newham councillor and ad¬ 
viser to mayor Robin Wales on 
cohesion issues), Sunder Kat- 
wala (director of British Fu¬ 
ture), Ben Judah (author of This 
is London ) and Rohan Silva 
(former adviser to David 
Cameron). 

London emerged as a special 
case. It has neither the en¬ 
trenched “parallel lives” of the 
northern mill towns nor the 
issue in much of the rest of the 


country of how best to promote 
mixing between the ethnic ma¬ 
jority and various min orities — 
because in London the ethnic 
majority is increasingly absent, 
especially in schools. 

In Newham, for example, the 
issue is how to encourage more 
mixing between the three dif¬ 
ferent South Asian groups 
(Bangladeshi, Indian and Pak¬ 
istani) who make up the major¬ 
ity of the population. 

Unmesh Desai described 
what is sometimes called the 
“Newham model” in which 
“single identity” funding of the 
multi-culturalism era is no 
longer allowed and the stress is 
upon using public funding to 
promote English language tu¬ 
ition and contact across the dif¬ 
ferent minority groups. Has this 
made for a more integrated bor¬ 
ough? It is hard to tell. 

Shiria Khatun said that al¬ 
though Tower Hamlets would 
be developing its own model 
there would be significant over¬ 
laps with what Newham has 
been pioneering. This would 
not, she admitted, be able to 


promote more mixing in 
schools, most of which are 
overwhelmingly Bangladeshi. 

Sunder Katwala, whose 
British Future has proposed that 
whoever wins the London may- 
oral election should establish an 
office for citizenship and inte¬ 
gration, said that London had a 
particular problem of tempo¬ 
rary and short-term migration

which contributed to a high 
level of churn. 

Ben Judah, who spent 
months experiencing the under¬ 
side of London immigration for 
his book This is London , de¬ 
scribed the twilight world of 
Russian and Romanian sub¬ 
minimum wage labour and said 
that unlike the post-colonial im¬ 
migrants to London 50 years 
ago these groups could not eas¬ 
ily achieve a stake in this soci¬ 
ety. 

Rohan Silva talked about 
segregated housing and recom¬ 
mended a more “muscular” ap¬ 
proach to preventing 
ghettoisation in public housing 
estates by borrowing from Sin¬ 
gapore the idea of strict limits 
on the number of residents from 
one group. 

The debate ranged over some 
of the difficult practicalities of 
promoting mixing in a liberal 
society. 

There was also discussion of 
the curriculum in faith schools, 
the importance of citizenship 
ceremonies and increasingly 
segregated media consumption. 


Head north 
for £1 home 

CASH-STRAPPED Londoners 
struggling to get on the property 
ladder might be encouraged to 
move north to get a cheap roof 
over their heads. 

Britain's cheapest home could 
be theirs for the price of a loaf of 
bread - but it needs a lot of 
work. 

The bargain £1 price is for a 
long-neglected, rundown three- 
bedroom flat which has a shared 
balcony, clipped gardens and a 
lot of renovation work required 
before someone could live in it.

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Holocaust survivor makes powerful 
case for rescuing Syrian youngsters

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HOLOCAUST survivor Ruth 
Barnett, who fled to England 
as a child to escape Nazi per¬ 
secution, gave a powerful talk 
at the Cardinal Hume Centre 
in Westminster. 

She explained how on No¬ 
vember 9, 1938, ‘Kristall- 
nacht’ or ‘Night of the Broken 
Glass’ brought the Nazis’ ac¬ 
tions to the attention of the 
rest of the world. 

It was after this blatant dis¬ 
play of violence and hatred 
that the English government 
organised for children from 
Germany and Austria to be 
sent over - without their par¬ 
ents - to England. 

Ten thousand Jewish chil¬ 
dren were sent on trains over 
to England on the Kinder- 
transport. One of these chil¬ 
dren, Ruth, was four years old 
when she travelled with her 
older brother to England. 

A spokesman for the Cardi¬ 
nal Hume Centre, which helps 
people overcome poverty and 
homelessness, said: “We were 
lucky enough to have Ruth in 
the centre to talk to us about 
her journey and the positive 
impact the acceptance of the 
Jewish refugee children by 
the British public had. 

“She stressed the impor¬ 
tance of not being indifferent 
to the suffering of others and 
doing what we can to help. 
This particularly resonates 
now because of the thousands 
of refugees who have no other 
option than to come to Europe 
in the hope of a better life; 
many of these being unac¬ 
companied minors. 

“Ruth also spoke about 
how important it is for us to 
understand the trauma of war 
and separation; when Ruth 
was reunited with her parents 
she saw them as strangers, for 
ten years she had grown up in 
England and heard propa¬ 
ganda about how bad her 
home country Germany was; 
so much so that she was very 
reluctant to return there with 
her parents when the war was 
over. 

“She no longer spoke Ger¬ 
man and although she initially 


moved back to Germany Ruth 
ended up coming back to 
England and settling here.” 

She drew stark similarities 
with the current political cli¬ 
mate; in particular the amend¬ 
ment brought forward by 
Lord Dubs to accept a further 
3,000 unaccompanied child 
refugees which was rejected 
in the Commons vote last 
month. There were just 18 
votes stopping an amendment 
to the Immigration Bill being 
passed - and a further 3,000 
children being given a better 
life in the UK. 

The spokesman added: 
“There is no argument more 
powerful for accepting the un¬ 
accompanied refugee children 
than the testament and suc¬ 
cess of those who travelled on 
the Kindertransport, an expe¬ 
rience both Ruth and Lord 
Dubs shared. 

“We need to continue using 
the lessons of the past to not 
only make sure we learn from 
the mistakes but also to repeat 
the positive things. In this 
case it is accepting unaccom¬ 
panied minors fleeing from 
war torn countries and help¬ 
ing them make a better life for 
themselves.” 

■ The Cardinal Hume Centre 
enables people to gain the 
skills they need to overcome 
poverty and homelessness. 

The centre gives homeless 
young people, families in 
need and local people the sup¬ 
port they need to realise their 
full potential. 

The centre focuses on four 
areas of need: income, hous¬ 
ing, education and skills, and 
legal status. 

Cardinal Basil Hume, its 
founder, was a Benedictine 
monk and the centre draws 
particularly on Benedictine 
teaching, looking to welcome 
‘as Christ’ each person who 
comes to the centre, providing 
sanctuary and hospitality to 
people from all backgrounds. 

They believe that each per¬ 
son is created in the image of 
God, and is therefore valuable 
and precious with the right to 
the fullness of life: in the 
words of Cardinal Hume, 
“each person matters; no 
human life is redundant”.

Balanced view 
of working life 

A BETTER balance of home and 
work life can improve job 
performance, research suggests. 

The traditional view is that 
employees need a strict 
separation between home and 
work, in order to maintain 
concentration and high 
performance. This can include 
ignoring work emails at home, 
and not taking personal calls in 
the office. But new research 
suggests more flexible working 
arrangements could help 
employees to improve their 
performance at work. 

And it could also improve 
well-being, researchers argue in 
the journal Human Relations. 

Doctor Brandon Smit said:"In 
the long run, it may be better to 
allow employees' minds to 
wander and take occasional 
phone calls from home rather 
than set up policies that 
establish strict and inflexible 
boundaries, which could 
discourage the development of 
functional ways to juggle both." 

The researchers outlined how 
people with flexible working 
arrangements are likely to 
develop ways to move between 
home and work more efficiently, 
and with less stress. 

Their study finds that workers 
who use these policies - such as 
"flextime" and "flexplace"- 
experienced less disruption to 
job performance during times 
when home interruptions spilled 
over into the workplace. 

The study was published by 
Sage in partnership with The

FOLLOWING Prince Harry’s amused 
remark that he never expects to be king, 
statisticians have been working out 
when his brother could come to the 
throne and although the answer is “a 
long time yet”, when he does he could 
reign forever and ever. 

Harry disappointed his many fans re¬ 
cently when he was challenged by a 
nine-year-old who asked him, “are you 
ever going to be King?” 

“That’s the question everyone 
wanted, let’s be honest,” laughed 
Harry, who is fifth in line to the throne, 
“you’ll be glad to know, probably not!” 

Although his brother Prince William 
is more immediately in line, according 
to the maths he could be looking at not 
being crowned until he is almost in his 
seventies. 

It’s all to do with the genes, and the 
royal family’s are very good ones. 

This year we celebrate The Queen’s 
90th birthday and the nation is de¬ 
lighted that Her Majesty is showing lit¬ 
tle sign of ageing or slowing up much. 
Her Majesty’s mother, Queen Elizabeth 
the Queen Mother, lived until she was 
101 and there is no indication that The 
Queen will not live until at least the 
same age. 

As Her Majesty has steadfastly de¬ 
termined never to abdicate, that means 
that Prince Charles, currently aged 67, 
could be at least 78 before he becomes 
king. Assuming that Charles inherits 
his mother’s and grandmother’s excel¬ 
lent longevity, Prince William would 
not succeed him for another 24 years 
after that, around 2051, when he is 
nudging 68. 


are not as they seem. Rather than being 
the latest royal sensation, they are new 
films from BAFTA-winning royal 
spoofer Alison Jackson, who hired 
Kate lookalike Heidi Agan to convinc¬ 
ingly pose as the real thing in the gym. 


All of this indicates a change in the 
appearance and ways of the monarchy 
and if the predictions are correct we 
will become used to having a succes¬ 
sion of older sovereigns.

For US- 
based neuroscientist Randal Koene is 
working on a computer system that 
could enable people to live forever. 


Due to her uncanny resemblance to 
the Duchess, Heidi is fooling many 
royal fans, especially from abroad, and 
is reported to be earning up to £9,000 a 
week from special appearances and 
promotions playing at being her fa¬ 


“As a species, we really only inhabit 
a small sliver of time and space,” 
Koene told a conference of scientists 
last year. “We want a species that can 
be effective and influential and creative 
in a much larger sphere.” 

His solution sounds simple: he plans 
to upload his brain to a computer. By 
mapping the brain, reducing its activity 
to computations, and reproducing those 
computations in code, Koene argues, 
humans could live indefinitely, emu¬ 
lated by silicon. 

“When I say emulation, you should 
think of it, for example, in the same 
sense as emulating a Macintosh on a 
PC,” he said. “It’s kind of like plat- 
form-independent code.” 

Respected bodies are taking the pre¬ 
diction seriously. Referencing Koene’s 
dramatic work, Newsweek recently re¬ 
ported: “By 2045 computers might be 
so good that we may be able to upload 
digital versions of our brains and live 
forever, some speculate.” 

If William opts to become Britain’s 
first computerised king, what will lie 
before him? According to a projection 
by the Population Reference Bureau, it 
will be a much more densely-populated 
kingdom. The Bureau expects the UK 
population to rise to almost 80 million 
by 2050, an increase of nearly a third.

Capitalising on Kate’s image is good 
business for big business and Heidi 
Agan - who bills herself as “the UK’s 
most realistic Kate Middleton looka¬ 
like” - has appeared in a cheeky com¬ 
mercial selling Body Shop gifts for 
Mother’s Day, alongside a fake Charles 
and Camilla and spitting image Queen 
whose corgis trash the Prince of 


East, any sign of a green belt in King

“To fly over our landscape in the au¬ 
tumn of 2050 — if you are one of the 
lucky minority who can afford the mas¬ 
sive fuel duty — is to be reminded how 
much things have changed,” historian 
Dominic Sandbrook forecast in the 
Mail Online four years back. 

“In great swathes of southern and 
central England, our green and pleasant 
land has long since disappeared. A sea 
of grey spreads out from London all the 
way to Britain’s Second City, Milton 
Keynes. With increasingly strident de¬ 
mands for more housing, the last green- 
belt restrictions were removed in the 
early 2030s. Ever since, developers 
have been enjoying a bonanza, from the 
vast estates sprawling across the 
Chiltem hillsides to the luxury retire¬ 
ment communities in the South Downs 
and the Lake District. Looking down 
from your aeroplane window, you can 
see the jagged lines of Britain’s private 
motorways carving across the country¬ 
side. By the early 2040s, eight lanes 
had become the norm. And even 
though electric cars are commonplace, 
many people still use the old petrol 
models, bathing much of suburban 
Britain in a fog of exhaust smoke.” 

But other futurology disagrees. 
Some scientists predict that the London 
skyline will be dominated by “farm-

However, when it comes to outrag¬ 
ing royalists Ms Jackson’s studies of 
sexy “Kate” are nothing compared to 
other imagery on her website which in¬ 
cludes a shot of “The Queen” in the 
bathroom and cleverly-faked footage of 
Her Majesty having her legs waxed, let 
alone a study of “the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh” admiring a porno portrait of 
“Marilyn Monroe” that is highly un¬ 
likely to ever be published on the cover 
of Vogue. 


scrapers”, huge towers which will be 
vertical farms mass-producing food in 
skyscrapers that will also double up as 
offices and homes. 

In the skies, the airways will be dom¬ 
inated by swarms of delivery drones, 
say the experts, delivering everything 
from pizza orders to your door, while 
beneath them London’s roads will be 
dominated by self-driving robo-taxis. 

“Driverless electric vehicles will be 
the norm, with petrol and diesel en¬ 
gines banned from cities,” predicts Dr 
Madsen Pirie, president of the influen¬ 
tial Adam Smith Institute. 

“They will be free to re-charge. In¬ 
side they will not have two rows of for¬ 
ward-facing seats, but some will be 
customized as extensions of the home 
or office, some even with folding beds. 

“People will be prepared to commute 
longer, given such comforts, and this 
might make city housing less attractive 
and therefore less expensive.” 

Dr Pirie also predicts that London 
will be greener, much greener, with 
rapidly-growing trees genetically culti¬ 
vated and the meat that many eat will 
come from laboratories rather than 
farms. Dr Pirie forecasts that agricul¬ 
ture will have experienced a green rev¬ 
olution, with genetically modified 
crops that are self-fertilizing, pest-re¬ 
sistant, saline tolerant, drought resist¬ 
ant, altitude capable, heat tolerant and 
cold tolerant, and ones that can grow on 
land previous thought insufficiently 
fertile. Many of these will be developed 
in UK laboratories and universities, as 
will trees that can mature in six years 
instead of 50. Tree cover will be many 
times what it is today. 

New genetically hybridized vegeta¬ 
bles will be available to eat, the paper 
says, as will inexpensive lab-grown 
meats, bringing an end to factory farm¬ 
ing as we know it and delivering sub¬ 
stantial environmental gains, as well as 
freeing up large amounts of land for 
recreational use. Micro-organisms will 
be developed to produce nourishing 
food very cheaply and in abundance. 

Futurist Ian Pearson, a fellow at the 
World Academy for Arts and Science, 
predicts that King William’s London 
could touch the clouds. 

Mr Pearson recently told Business 
Insider that London of 2050 could see 
buildings that could be as tall as 18- 
miles-high.

When asked to list his top 
musicians, Mr Trump named the 
Stones, Elton, Macca, Aerosmith, 
Crosby Stills Nash and Young and 
Neil Young as his “terrific” personal 
favourites. 

Speaking highly of Neil Young, Mr 
Trump said: “He’s got something very 
special. I’ve listened to his music for 
years and I’ve seen him live. I went to 
the concert where they were 
honouring Bob Dylan years ago at 
Madison Square Garden and Neil got 
up and totally brought the house 
down. There was nobody close. He’s 
performed for me at my casinos over 
the years and he just brings it down. 
I’ve met him on occasions and he’s a 
terrific guy. His voice is perfect and 
haunting.”

The figures show that one 
in every 16 adults on the 
planet use BBC News as their 
main source of information, 
giving the BBC more 
international clout than any 
other broadcaster. 

The BBC’s huge audience 
is now reaching 348 million 
worldwide, a 13 per cent 
increase on its audience of 
last year. 

The figures show that 
the BBC’s weekly global 
news audience has 
increased by 38 million 
people.For the second 
year running, television 
(with 162 million 
viewers) is a bigger 
platform than radio (147 
million) and digital (80 
million) for the BBC’s 
international news services. 

The BBC World Service, 
which is shortly to begin 
adding new and enhanced 
services across the world after 
receiving new funding from 
the Government, has seen its 


audience increase to 246 
million, from 210 million last 
year. The BBC says this 
growth is largely driven by 
new TV news bulletins in 
languages other than English. 

BBC World Service English 
radio has also shown a 
significant audience increase, 
with an audience of 66 million 
and BBC Global News Ltd, 
which comprises BBC World 
News and bbc.com, has seen 
its audience grow to 108

million. Other key findings 
include the top 10 markets for 
BBC’s international news 
services, which are the USA 
(35 million); Nigeria (35

(eight million); Afghanistan 
(seven million) and 
Bangladesh (six million). 

Francesca Unsworth, 
Director of BBC World 
Service Group, says: “These 
are fantastic results which 
show the BBC going from 
strength to strength around the 
world and demonstrate the 
global appetite for accurate, 
impartial news. 

We’re about to begin the 
biggest expansion of the 
World Service since the 
1940s. This will ensure we 
reach more people than 
ever, especially in 
countries where media 
freedom is under 
threat.” 

As one of those media 
is now the BBC itself, 
UK politicians wanting to 
be presented to the planet 
in a good light might care to 
consider that, as the BBC is 
on track to reach its target of 
500 million weekly audience 
by 2022, had it a mind to it 
could put those who threaten 
its independence in a very bad 
light.

Craven Cottage Cafe has re¬ 
laxing chairs and its own wide 
screen TV. Coffee and other 
drinks can also be taken away if 
you can prise yourself away 
from its cosy ambience. Simon 
also shares with us his crowd¬ 
pleasing recipe for blondies. 

White chocolate blondies 

Ingredients 

■ 200g unsalted butter, plus 
extra for the tin 

■ 150g white chocolate, 
roughly chopped 

■ 300g light muscovado sugar 


■ 3 large eggs 

■ 200g plain flour 

■ Va tsp salt 

■ 1 tsp vanilla extract 

■ 125g raspberries 

Instructions 

HEAT oven to 180C/fan 
160C/gas 4. Butter, then line, a 
shallow rectangular tin, approx 
25cm x 22cm. 

Melt the butter in a pan, then 
cook gently for about five min¬ 
utes, until the white solids turn 
golden and the butter smells bis- 
cuity and sweet. Cool for five 
minutes, then add half the white 
chocolate and set aside for a cou¬ 
ple of minutes to melt. Stir until 
smooth. 

Use electric beaters to whisk 
the muscovado sugar and eggs 
together for about two minutes 
until thick and pale. Tip in the 
flour, salt, cooled chocolatey 
butter and vanilla, then fold in 
with a metal spoon or spatula 
until even. 

Pour the mix into the tin, then 
scatter with the rest of the choco¬ 
late and the raspberries. 

Bake for 40 to 45 minutes or 
until they have risen all over, 
with a dark golden crust. Cool 
completely in the tin, then cut 
into squares.

Crispy fried squid 
with garlic, curry 
leaves and almonds 

Serves 4 

THIS is inspired by a dish they 
serve at Yauatcha with soft-shell 
crab. You could also use cuttlefish, 
which will work equally well. 

Ingredients 

200-250g squid, cleaned and cut 
into rough 2-3cm squares; 50-60g 
self-raising flour (preferably 
gluten free); 120-150ml milk 
Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper; Vegetable or com oil for 
deep frying; 2 medium green or 
red chillies, very thinly sliced; 4 
large cloves of garlic, thinly sliced 
40g flaked almonds; A small 
handful of curry leaves, fresh, 
frozen or dried 1 lime, quartered 


Crispy fried squid with garlic, 
curry leaves and almonds 



Method 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 160- 
180C in a large, thick-bottomed 
saucepan or electric deep-fat 
fryer. 

Deep fry the garlic, almonds 
and curry leaves for 20-30 
seconds or so, stirring as they are 
cooking until the almonds and 
garlic are very lightly coloured 
and crisp then transfer to some 
kitchen paper ensuring you 
remove all of the bits so they 
don’t burn. You can always 
carefully strain the oil and return 
it to the heat. 

Have three containers ready, 
one with the flour, seasoned well 
with salt and pepper, one with the 
milk, and the third for the finished 
squid. Coat the squid in the flour, 
shaking off any excess then pass it 
through the milk and finally back 
through the flour, again shaking 
off any excess and into the third 
container. 

Deep fry the squid in a couple 
of batches for a couple of 
minutes, stirring with a slotted 
spoon until lightly coloured then 
transfer on to some kitchen paper. 

To serve, mix the squid, chillies 
and the almond mixture together 
in a bowl then transfer to 
individual bowls or one large 
serving dish.

Lucky Stiff 

The Drayton Arms *** 

I T’S been a while since I’ve 
been to a pub theatre, so my 
first ever visit to the Drayton 
Arms in South Kensington to 
see the musical comedy Lucky 
Stiff made for a jolly evening, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Set in the affluent area of 
Gloucester Road, the swanky 
bar acts as the perfect prelude to 
a night of entertainment and al¬ 
though the opulent decor is not 
matched in the little theatre up¬ 
stairs, the charming and jovial 
atmosphere totally transfers. 

Billed as a musical comedy 
farce, Lucky Stiff is based on the 
Man Who Broke the Bank at 
Monte Carlo and follows Harry 
Witherspoon (whose character is 
played by Matthew Whitby), a 


shoe salesman who finds he has 
come into a substantial inheri¬ 
tance thanks to his long-lost 
uncle. T hink Me and My Girl to¬ 
gether with Kinky Boots and 
you’ll get the idea. The only 
trouble is that he must take his 
late uncle’s taxidermied body on 
holiday in order to meet the 
terms of the will. Suspense of 
any sensible thought is a must as 
you wade into this fast-paced 
farce, which introduces an array 
of colourful characters along the 
way and gallops around the 
French Riviera with gay aban¬ 
don. 

Musically the show is ex¬ 
tremely strong, with Stephen 
Flaherty’s melodies and Lynn 
Ahren’s clever lyrics performed 
with skill by the small but vi¬ 
brant cast. Michelle Crook as 
dog loving geek 
Annabel particularly 
impresses and her 
Times Like This is the 
musical highlight. 

With a whole host 
of people putting 
their dibs on the dosh 
there is a generous 
helping of may¬ 
hem, which makes 
this an affable and 
endearing produc¬ 
tion, but one 
which could do 
with a little more 
attention to detail to 
make it a real hit.

F ollowing the recent 
success of Show Boat at 
the New London The¬ 
atre, another vessel is preparing 
to sail into London, but this 
nautical story doesn’t have 
quite such a happy ending, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Titanic the musical will re¬ 
turn to London later this month 
for a 10-week run at the Char¬ 
ing Cross Theatre and with a 
roll call of stars onboard and an 
acclaimed director at the helm, 
is likely to be a rousing success 
with both theatre goers and 
fans of the ill-fated ship. 

The multi-award-winning 
production of the Broadway 
musical Titanic was first seen 
at Southwark Playhouse and is 
returning to theatreland with 
director Thom Southerland 
captaining the crew. He told me 
about the show. 

“It’s so wonderful to be 
coming back to this material 
and to be doing the show again. 
I’m very fortunate, as a direc¬ 
tor, that I get to go and work on 
all sorts of different projects, 
but I think it always feels like 
coming home with Titanic. It’s 
a beautifully written show, 
which is expertly crafted and 
tells a story of epic propor¬ 
tions, which everyone has an 
interest in.” 

The story is based on actual 
characters aboard the greatest 
ship in the world, with Maury 
Yeston {Nine, Grand Hotel) 
and Peter Stone gaining the in¬ 
spiration to write the musical 
following the discovery of the 
wreck of Titanic in 1985. 

They were taken with how 
the tragic tale of the celebrated 
liner struck a chord, with many 
around the world still fasci¬ 
nated by the lives of those who 
were onboard. 

Their adaptation sees the 
passengers and crew unaware 
of the fate that awaits them, 
with the third class immigrants 
dreaming of a better life in 
America, the newly-enfran¬ 
chised second class dreaming 
of achieving the lifestyles of 
the rich and famous, and the 
millionaire barons of the first 
class dreaming of their hege¬ 
mony lasting forever. 

Thom said: “The musical 
tells the story of the people 
who really lived, who survived 
and who tragically lost their 
lives that fateful evening in the 
middle of the North Atlantic.” 

Titanic is the first production 
in a major season of musicals 
announced last month by 
Southerland on his appoint¬ 
ment as artistic director of 
Charing Cross Theatre. The ac¬ 
claimed director has scored un¬ 
paralleled success in recent 
years, most notably with the 
sold-out European premiere of 
Grey Gardens at Southwark 
Playhouse. 

There have been major pro¬ 
ductions of Titanic in both 
Japan and Canada, but the di¬ 
rector feels the Charing Cross 
Theatre is the perfect place to 
regain the feeling of closeness 
between cast and audience. 

Thom explained: “I think 
one of the things the audience 
really responded to at South¬ 
wark was being at such close

quarters. Whenever I’ve scaled 
a production up that’s what I’ve 
desperately tried to keep hold 
of. The show is never presented 
to people. It sort of wraps its 
arms around you and asks you 
to come with it. The way that 
we’ve staged the opening is to 
make the audience feel like 
they are boarding Titanic so 
they are completely and utterly 
involved in the events of the 
show rather than just being 
shown what happens.” 

The score of the musical ver¬ 
sion of Titanic has become fa¬ 
mous within musical theatre 
circles for its soaring melodies 


and beautiful harmonies, but I 
asked Thom if anyone has ever 
been a little confused at the 
non-inclusion of the Celine 
Dion hit song from the 1997 
Oscar-winning film version. 

He laughed. “There were 
people who came to see the 
show before, who thought they 
were seeing a stage version of 
the movie and at the end of it 
have said, ‘where was My 
Heart Will Go OnV But 
they’ve still totally and utterly 
enjoyed the evening they’ve 
had at the theatre.” 

This is just the first in an ex¬ 
citing season of shows which 
Southerland has programmed 
for the Charing Cross Theatre 
over the next year, with the 
newly appointed artistic direc¬ 
tor passionate about theatre for 
Londoners and not just for vis¬ 
itors to the capital. 

“It’s tremendously exciting. 
I’ve always wanted to work 
within a building and plan a 
season of work. I’ve always 
been very conscious of attract¬ 
ing a local audience and a loyal 
audience to come into the space 
and it’s very much a theatre for 
London. I think sometimes the 
West End becomes theatre for 
tourists. I’ve always wanted to 
create regional theatre for local 
audiences in London. 

“The season that I’ve pro¬ 
grammed shows scale and am¬ 
bition, but also, hopefully, 
things which people will be at¬ 
tracted to as well.” 

Titanic will run at Charing 
Cross Theatre from Saturday, 
May 28 to Saturday, August 6.

1. The Council of the London Borough of Hammersmith and Fulham hereby gives notice that because of works 
to be carried out in the roads shown in columns 1 and 2 of the Schedule to this notice in connection with 
carraigeway resurfacing works in those roads, it intends to make an Order the effect of which would be to 
prohibit vehicular traffic in those roads.

6. The Order will come into operation on 30th May 2016 and would be valid for a maximum period of 18 
months or until works are completed, whichever is the sooner. 

7. Works will be part of a rolling programme between 30th May 2016 to 30th June 2016. The dates are 
specified for guidance and informative purposes only and works may extend outside these dates.

Saturday’s 1-0 home 
victory over Bristol City 
was the Dutchman’s 
sixth win in his last nine 
home games, including 
five clean sheets at 
Loftus Road. 

Midfielder Karl Henry 
brought the curtain 
down on a season of 
consolidation with a 
stunning 22-yard curler 
just after the hour, his 
only goal of the season, 
which confirmed R’s 
12th place finish in the 
Championship. 

Hasselbaink said: “It 
was very important for 
us to end the season on a 
high for our supporters, 
so I’m glad we got the 
victory today. 

“We said to the boys at 
the start that we wanted 
to finish the campaign in 
style and while it wasn’t 
a classic or as free- 
flowing as I’d have 
liked, I'm just delighted 
we ended with a win. 

“We were disciplined 
in the first-half but they 
were better than us. 

They had more of the 
play and we were a bit 
off it. 

“But we got to grips 
with them in the second- 
half and I thought we 
did enough to get the 
job done. We were 
better in the second- 
half.” 

QPR have been 
perfectly average this 
season. They won 14 
league matches and lost 
14, scored 54 goals and 
conceded 54. 


But after steadying the 
ship in his first half¬ 
season at the helm, 
Hasselbaink can look 
forward to a summer of 
more wheeling and 
dealing within a tight 
transfer budget. The 
general consensus 
among the fans is that 
he deserves to be given 
a fair chance to lead 
Rangers back to the top 
flight. 

Big job 

With one eye on the 
future, he said: “There’s 
a big job to do here and 
I’m excited and looking 
forward to what lies 
ahead. 

“I want to make QPR 
a force - and that’s what 
I intend to do. 

“Everyone associated 
with QPR can now go 
home a little bit happier 
to have seen us win on 
the final day. 

“I can’t say a single 
bad word about the fans. 
They’ve been really 
good since I came here, 
in what has been a 
difficult season. 

“The boys wanted to 
get the result for them 
today - they turn out for 
us every week and 
thankfully we got the 
win we were all after.” 


■ QPR have unveiled a 
new club crest following 
a six-month 
consultation with 
supporters. 

The new circular badge 
(below) - R’s second 
change in eight years - 
incorporates elements of 
the design Rangers wore 
on their shirts in the 70s 
and the one used from 
1982 until 2008. 

During the first phase 
of consultation, the 
shapes and symbols of 
their four previous crests 
were deconstructed and 
the meanings behind 
them explained, so that 
fans were able to give 
informed opinions on 
which elements they 
would like to see 
included in the new 
design 

Announcing the change 
last Friday, a QPR 
statement read: “Many 
elements of the club’s 
previous crests were 
discussed in the 
consultation period, 
including the banderole, 
the horseshoe, the 
crosses, the crown, the 
football, and reference to 
Loftus Road. However, 
the overwhelming 
response from fans was a 
desire to keep it simple. 

In fact, more than half of 
those surveyed opted to 
have none of these 
appear on the new crest. 

“Most obvious change 
to the crest is that of a 
change in shape. The 
new circular design was 
by far the most popular 


with fans during 
consultation, with 57% 
of supporters choosing it 
as their preference, with 
just 12% wishing to 
keep a coat of arms. 

“The round design 
takes inspiration from 
our former crests - the 
centre of the 1970s crest 
that was commonly used 
on shirts during that era, 
and then the 1982 crest 
that was used until 
2008. 

“The two circles used 
in the design also 
represent the Hoops for 
which the club is 
famously known. This 
was important to our 
fans, with 57% of them 
wanting to see the 
Hoops represented in 
this new design. 

“The initials QPR 
appeared on our club 
crests between 1975 and 
2008 - and 64% of fans 
wanted to see this return 
in the new design after it 
was excluded in the last 
crest. 

Most popular 

“Of all of the possible 
elements for inclusion in 
the new crest, 1882 was 
by far the most popular. 
The year, which 
signifies the very 
earliest roots of our 
club’s beginnings, is 
included once again, 
after 74% of those 
surveyed expressed their 
desire to see this feature 
on the crest. 

“At the conclusion of 
this period of 
consultation, the club 


took the feedback on 
board and focusing on 
these four key elements, 
worked with graphic 
designers - and lifelong 
QPR fans - Daniel 
Norris and Daniel 
Bowyer to create four 
options. 

“A second period of 
fan consultation 
followed, with 
supporters asked to 
choose their preferred 
design. In addition to an 
online survey open to all 
fans to register their 
vote, thousands of 
supporters who attended 
our home fixtures 
against Brighton & 

Hove Albion and 
Huddersfield Town were 
also handed leaflets to 
have their say. 

“During these two 
periods of fan 
consultation, over 
17,000 responses were 
received from more than 
10,000 individual 
supporters, all of whom 
have contributed to the 
process of designing our 
new crest. 

“At the end of the 
process, 68% of the fans 
who voted on the final 
designs were in 
agreement. 

“The design most 
popular with fans has 
since undergone a 
necessary refining 
process to ensure it 
works in use across all 
club assets, including 
retail, marketing and 
digital.”

“For me, it’s difficult to see that when I’m on the pitch,” he 
admitted. “But from the outside, probably you can see better. But 
what I felt on the pitch was that we were the better team and I’m 
sure if we had scored that third goal, it would have been easier.

Guus Hiddink firmly placed the blame for the defeat at the feet 
of striker Diego Costa.

Davies dominates

■ STEVE Davies hit his first County 
Championship century of the season 
for Surrey, who dominated 
Yorkshire's bowlers for much of day 
one at Headingley on Sunday. 

Davies (117) and Kumar Sangakkara 
(73) helped the visitors recover from 
38-2 to 160-3 with a 122-run 
partnership in a total of 330 all-out. 

But Yorkshire hit back. Liam Plunkett 
(2-77) forced Sangakkara to edge to 
slip, before Davies chipped to cover. 

Last week Surrey earned a battling 
draw against Durham, thanks largely to 
an 83-run sixth wicket partnership 
between Ben Foakes (36 not out) and 
Tom Curran (54) in their second innings 
at the Kia Oval. 

They saw the home side to their 
second draw in three Championship 
matches despite impressive bowling by 
England all-rounder Ben Stokes, who

Summer shake-up needed 


A COMFORTABLE 1 -0 victory over 

already relegated Bolton Wanderers in 
the final game of a dismal season 
cannot paper over large cracks at Fulham, 
where a big summer shake-up is required if 
Whites are to challenge for promotion from 
the Championship next season. 

Head coach Slavisa Jokanovic admits: "We 
need to rebuild the team, this is what we have 
to do. It's not a question about one player or 
two players, one position or another position, 
we need to change everything. 

"We need to be working with more ambition 
in the games, in training, in the office. We have 
to show ambition in the transfer market. 

"What we've offered this season is not 
ambitious enough for a club like Fulham," he 
explained. "Our priority is important 
recruitment and to build something different to 
what we have right now. 

"In the four months behind me I've had a 
chance to understand how big this club is, how 
big the support is. It's very important people 
support us but we need to offer them some 
reason to do this, and I've spent these four 
months understanding what I have in my 


hands, and what is in front of us. 

"This next season is my season, and next 
season they're going to expect me to put this 
team on a different level. 

"They're going to expect to see Fulham 
fighting for the top of the table. I'm very 
motivated. I arrived here thinking about 
important targets." 

Although they controlled Saturday's Craven 
Cottage season finale from the start, Fulham 
had to wait until the 77th minute for Tom 
Cairney's winner - a precise left-footed finish 
into the far corner from 15 yards. It was only 
their fourth clean sheet of a league campaign in 
which they conceded 79 goals. 

Incredible 

"It's a good way to finish the season,"said 
Jokanovic. "We played a good game and got a 
clean sheet, which is incredible for us. 

"At the end (of the season) it's always 
important to win the game, and we offered our 
supporters something a little bit different to 
what they've had in the past, especially in the 
last few months. 


"We played today without any pressure, and 
Bolton did too. It's not a typical Championship 
game, it was a little bit softer. I was optimistic 
and I expected that we were going to score a 
goal, and at the end we scored. 

"It's a good way to finish this season, which is 
behind us. Now we can start thinking about 
next season. 

"We have to be completely different, because 
Fulham is a historical team and they deserve to 
be fighting for a different target to what we 
were fighting for this year. 

"We finished in 20th position but we were 
talking about fighting for top six. We need to be 
ready to build a more competitive team than 
what we have in our hands this season. 

"But I haven't only been here an hour-and-a- 
half, I've been here for four months. 

"I know Fulham very well, I know my players 
very well, and they didn't surprise me. And they 
didn't surprise me in the past so much. 

"I'm happy because we had the opportunity 
to give something back to our supporters but 
now it's over and it's time to start working on 
what is in front of us. We need to have a 
completely different target for next year." 


well be following Terry out of SW6 in the summer as 
part of the largest cull of players in Chelsea’s recent 
history is embarked upon, spoke emotionally about 
Terry after the defeat at the Stadium of Light. 

The quietly-spoken Serbian said: “Of course, he is 
not happy because we lost but you know what he did 
for this club, what he won, and me and everyone else 
in the team wish him all the best in the future. 

“This is not a good way to finish with the club but 
we don’t forget what he has won for Chelsea or what 
he has already done.” 

That eulogy spoke volumes for Matic, who is clearly 
dealing with demons of his own given the fact he 
failed to celebrate scoring the second Chelsea goal that 
gave Blues a 2-1 half-time lead at Sunderland.

That deal could net Chelsea in excess of £85million 
and set the club up for an explosion of incoming talent 
as new boss Antonio Conte sets about restoring 
Chelsea’s on-field credibility in what has become the 
most embarrassing year under Roman Abramovich. 

Matic was vague when asked why he did not 
celebrate his goal: “Yeah, it was a great goal but I 
decided not to celebrate,” he said. When pressed, he 
simple stated: “I have my reasons.” 

Of the game itself, Matic was damming in his 
assessment of his team-mates’ attitude: “I think that 
we played not very well in the first-half but OK, good 
enough to score that second goal. 

“But in the second-half, we didn’t score the third one 
and as you saw, they wanted it more than us, to win 
the game. They showed that. They deserved to win. 
I’m not happy to say that but they deserved it.”
